1. Claims 49, 51-54, 58-71, 75-90, and 94-100 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art taken 
either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of the 
independent claim(s), in such a manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102 or 103 would be 
proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as presented in 
claim(s) 49, wherein the claimed invention comprises, in claim 49, whereby an optical lens can 
be maintained within the first and second arms with its optical axis orthogonal to the general 
plane of the lens holder through at least one contact point between the lens periphery and each of 
the first and second anus, wherein at least the second end portion of each arm comprises a 
material having a dielectric constant at 1 MHz equal to or higher than the dielectric constant of 
the optical lens material and greater than or equal to 3.0, and a specific heat (kJ kgl Kl) higher 
than the specific heat of the optical lens material and higher than 1.2 kJ kgl Kl; and treating the 
lens while it is in the holder, said treatment comprising a corona discharge treatment, as claimed.
